WKATHKH CHOP Hl'LI.KTlX. 



The temperature of the past week has 
averaged about 4° above the normal, and 
the cloudless weather which has gener- 
ally prevailed gave abundant sunshine. 
The precipitation showed a large deti- 
ciency, except in tho central counties of 
the state, where tho local storms of Sun 
day night brought with them very heavy 
Bhowers and in places created a consider 
able excess for the week. Little or no 
rain fell in the Western division of the 
state. 

The conditions described have hastened 
the maturity of corn and tobacco and 
have favored all kinds of work in the 
fields. 

Corn is about safe from frost, and the 
cutting of the crop has commenced in 
many places. The indications point to a 
smaller yield than that of last year, the 
shortage being due mainly to theefTects of 
the recent drouth 

Tobacco cutting is progressing very 
rapidly with the favorable weather con- 
ditions for such work. About two thirds 
of the crop is already out and housed, and 
while the yield is less than it was last 
ycar.it is of uniformly good quality so 
far. A portion ot the crop will be very 
late owing to tardy planting, and there is 
consequently much danger to it from 
frost. It is thought, however, that at the 
rarthest the 12th of October will see it 
all safely housed. As the average date of 
the first severe frost is October 6th. it v ' 
be seen that there is a fair prospect of 
jury- from this cause.

KING ALBERT' DIES. 

The Kotorloo. LontiTllle Colored D«p«r- 
»do SJix-romrw to t >>• Dane r Wo and In 
111- Bead. 

Locisviu.F, Ky., Sept. 2ft— "King 
Albert," the notorious Louisville thief 
aud chieftain of tbe Blue Wings, is dead 
at last, after a reign of terror for eight 
years. As It was hard to convict him 
for his shrewdness, so it was hard to 
kill him, and he lived three days with 
a dagger wound five Inches long In his 
brain. He was a desperado in every 
sense, and when cornered once by a 
wd detective be stabbed the man 
almost to death and escaped. 

When tbe police authorities learned 
that "King Albert" was at last dead 
there was great relief. He was years 
of age, and lived in the slums of the 
"Chute," a notorhms part of the city, 
vhere he could easily be concealed. 
Je was never known to work, except 
>nce he secured a private detective's 
■ommlssion from an agency, but turned 
his authority into a means of robbery 

and crime.

Bodcr was at his dinner, and his 
brother-in-law, 16 years old, was in 
charge.

THE LARGEST GUN 

Ever M ole ta This Country NettrUitf Coiw 
plrtlon_A yuarter of a Ton of Powder 
lUqulred to Load It. 

rVA«B!mTOX, Sept 29.— The Inst of 
the jackets has been slipped over the 
b r —o h of the great thirteen-invb gun at 
the Washington navy yard, and the Im- 
mense piece of ordnance Is now nearing 
completion. The work is one of more 
than usual Interest, and every step is 
being carefully watched by Capt. 
Sampson, the inspector In charge at the 
yard. The gun will be the largest ever 
made In this country by the built-up 
process. This modern stool rifle is made 
of thirteen sopnrate pieces of steel ex- 
ve of the complex carriage. Its total 
length is forty feet. Its diameter ut thi 
:h Is an inch more than four feet, 
ami it tapers to a thickness of twenty- 
inches ut the muzzle. Whon finished 
the gun will weigh nearly 158,000 
pounds. It requires more than a 
quarter of a ton of powder to load It 
'or one discharge, bnt thot quantity Is 
xpectod to burl a shell weighing 1,000 
pounds a distance of twelve or thirteen 
miles at the extraordinary velocity of 
jlOO feet per second. When finished 
its construction will have occupied six 
months, but better time can be made 
with the other guns of this caliber that 
are to be built

Everybody in the vast grand stand 
seemed to believe that this was the 
trial of all trials, and when the 
mare came in under the wire 
in 3:04 a shout went up that 
lasted fully ten minute*.

Men jumped over the railing 
on to the track, and in the twinkling of 
an eye the horse and driver were sur- 
rounded by a yelling, frantic, mad mob.
